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INTRODUCTION 


The EoLiowIng list includes references to published 
works by and about the Canadian author Timothy Findley and 
also references to other types of material, such as filmscripts, 
radio plays, and TV scripts, many of the last of which are 
(apparently) unpublished. 

The list began with an interest in and admiration of 
Findley's work and became much like detective work when 
so much radio and television work was encountered. Despite 
the hours spent, I have no doubt that many items have been 
missed, and would be happy to hear of them. 

As with most such lists, this one exists to encourage and 
to facilitate the enjoyment and study of a great writer by 
making the finding process a bit easier. 

Care was taken to examine in detail a large number of 
primary and secondary sources available up to and including 
the earlier part of 1987. The result is that, in essentially 
all cases, indexes were available at least to the end of 1985 
and usually through 1986 as well. Coverage may be judged 
accordingly. Some of the major secondary sources examined for 
material were the following;
